families. The government has re- 
cognized the need for monetary re- 
lief for industrial workers by estab- 
lishing the cost of living bonus. 
“Our Association respectfully ur- 


' ges that the dominion government 
immediately review the position of 
the wheat farmer with a view to 
giving assistance by way of a grant 
to each family or through a cost of 
living bonus based on wheat acre- 
age sown in 1941. Much land on 
the prairies is suitable only for the 
growing of wheat and farmers on 
this land are unable to receive any 
benefit from governmental policies 
in encouragement of production of 
livestock and coarse grains. In the 
opinion of our Association raising 
of the price to be paid by the Wheat 
Board alone would not meet the ait.

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FARMERS URGED ‘NOT TO 
THRESH DAMP GRAIN 


Farmers in Alberta were urged to 
avoid losses which might be incur- 
red by threshing their grain before 
it is properly dried, in a statement 
issutd this week by J. R. Sweeney, 
Deputy. Minister of Agriculture. 


The statement reads: 


“Reports have reached this de- 
partment that, owing to unfavor- 
able weather conditions, grain is 
sprouting in the stook and in the 
swath. In many districts, lower 
grades will result from these condi- 
tions, and losses will be unavoid- 
able. Alberta farmers are urged to 
use the greatest care in having 
grain mature before commencing 
to thresh. 


“Tf threshing is resumed before 
the grain is dry, further trouble will 
be experienced with heated grain 
in the bins or at elevators. Farm- 


ers cannot handle heated grain on 
the farm without sustaining heavy 
losses and the lack of elevator space 
this year makes it 


impossible to 


Farmers who are in doubt as to 
whether their grain. is ready to 
thresh may obtain tests at local 
elevators to show the moisture con- 


per| tent and whether the time is op- 


portune to thresh.

Tested Recipes 


GREEN TOMATOES 
As the chilly fall winds usher in 


thoughts of winter, the Canadian | 


homemaker looks for ways and 
means of using the many surplus 
products found in her kitchen gar- 
den, 


The large quantities of green to- 
matoes left on the vines, have al- 
ways presented a problem to her, 
and have too often been allowed to 
waste. 


The Consumer Section, Marketing 
Service, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, suggests the following 
methods of storing and preserving 
these nutritious fruits:— 

Storage 


Tomatoes picked in a mature 
green condition will keep for rela- 
tively long period under satisfactory 
storage conditions. Such green to- 
matoes must be sound and free 
{rom growth cracks, skin punctures, 
insect and freezing injury. 


Each green tomato should be in- 
dividually wrapped in paper (news- 
paper will do) and placed in a clos- 
ed box or drawer. 


Another method is to pull the 
vine before any signs of frost in- 
jury are apparent, and suspend the 
entire vine from the ceiling of the 
storeroom. 


Tomatoes stored in the above- 
mentioned manner should be main- 
tained at a temperature of about 
50 degrees F., and under favorable 
conditions will continue to ripen 
until Christmas. 


Green Tomato Sauce 


2 dozen large tomatoes 

14% dozen apples 

Y% pound salt 

4 large green sweet peppers 
1 red pepper 

2 pounds brown sugar 

2 ounces mustard 

2 tablespoons ground ginger 
2 pints vinegar 

6 large onions 


Wash and slice tomatoes and 
onions, pare, core and slice apples, 
Slice peppers and take out seeds. 
Mix spices with sugar and salt and 
add vinegar. Place on heat until 
sugar is dissolved, and add to other 
ingredients. Boil for 142 hours, 
then pour into sterilized jars and 
Seal. 


Green Tomato Mincemeat 


1 peck green tomatoes 
1 peck apples 

6 pounds brown sugar 
2 pounds currants 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 
2 pounds raisins 

2 teaspoons cloves 

2 teaspoons allspice 


Wash and slice tomatoes. Pare, 
core and chop apples. Mix and add 
other ingredients. Bring gradually 
to boiling point and cook three 
hours. Pack in sterilized jars and 
seal while hot. 


Green Tomato FP ckles 


4 quarts green tomatoes 
4 small onions 
4 green peppers 
Slice the tomatoes and onions, 
sprinkle with % cup of -alt and 
leave overnight in a crock. The next 
morning drain off the brine. Put 
in a preserving kettle 1 quart of 
vinegar, 1 level teaspoon each of 
black pepper, mustard seed, celery 
seed, cloves, allspice and cinnamon 
and % cup of sugar. Bring to a boil 
and add the prepared tomatoes, 
and peppers. Cook slowly for 30 
minutes. Fill jars and seal. 


Green Tomatoes Picked Whole 


1 peck small green tomatoes 

1 quart boiling water 

34 cup pickling salt 

1 quart vinegar 

3 pounds brown sugar 

Yq, teaspoonful cayenne pepper 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon mixed spice 

1 teaspoon celery seed 

10 whole cloves 


Dissolve salt in boiling water, put 
in a few tomatoes ata time and 
hoil for 12 minutes, remove each to- 
mato carefully with a wooden spoon 
to prevent spoiling shape, drain 
thoroughly and pack in jars. Tie 
spices in a muslin bag, put in vine- 
gar, add sugar and boil until slight- 
ly thickened, remove spice bag, pour

That the stocks of wheat represented by the carryover as 


at July 31st, 1941, should be taken off the market and held as a 


national emergency war reserve. 
3. That, as from August Ist, 1941, all sales of 


wheat 


should be credited to the crop year 1941-42, 
4. That the crop year 1941-42 should be declared an emer- 


gency year under the terms of the Prairie Farm 


Assistance 


Act, irrespective of market prices prevailing. 


The above four requests were made by a 
delegation, representing the western Wheat 
Yoois, which, en August 9th, interviewed the 
Wheat Committe of the Federal Government. 


The delegation pointed out that principal- 
ly because of the short crop, the farm revenue 
trom wheat produced in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta will be approximately $90 
million less than last year, and this in the 
face of continually rising farm costs. 


The delegation compared the govern- 
ment’s wartime wage policy with its agricul- 
tural policy. From the government’s view- 
point wage rates are fair and reasonable if 
they are as high as the highest rates paid be- 


tween 1926 and December 16th, 1940. If far- 
meis were ereated on the same basis, the 
prices of grains would be as follows: 
Wheat, per bushel ....... $1.60 
Oats, per bushel ......... 69 
Barley, per bushel ....... 90 
Rye, per bushel .......... 1.35 
Flax, per bushel ......... 3.00 


If Canadian unity is to be maintained, 
the Wheat Pool memorandum pointed out, and 
we are to reach our maximum effort in the 
successful prosecution of the war, the great dis- 
play between agricultural and labor policy must 
be eliminated. ‘We would urge upon the go- 


vernment of Canada that the farm producers, 
who form such a large part of our population, 
should not be regarded as the “poor relation” 
of the Canadian family, and that it is in the 
national interest that steps should be taken to 
place the living standard of those engaged in 
farming on a basis commensurate with the 
rest of the country. 


“We realize fully the necessity of main- 
taining our war industries at the highest pos- 
sible pitch of efficiency, and that in order to 
reach this workers should enjoy fair and rea- 
sonable wage rates. We know of no founda- 
tion upon which the principle can be estab- 
lished that agriculture should continue to 
produce food supplies at prices below the cost 
of production in order that other groups of 
our population, which are already protected by 
cost of living bonus regulations, should enjoy a 
lower cost of living at the expense of agricul- 
ture, 


“In this memorandum we have not tried 
to emphasize the unrest, dissatisfaction and 
anxiety now prevailing in the western provin- 
ces, largely as a result of lack of adequate 
farm revenue to maintain reasonable living 
conditions. At the same time we would like to 
emphasize that, in sp!te of conditions at pre- 
Sent prevailing, there are neither strikes nor 
lockouts in the agricultural industry.” 


Wheat producers of Alberta should clearly understand what is being done to 


help their cause. 


Their organizations can go so far. Further progress can be 


made only by the whole-hearted and energetic support of the whole body of 


farmers.
